Chairman, presiding, a letter was read from a 
firm of solicitors in Dungarvdh stating that they 
were acting for Mrs. Alice Growley, of Cappo- 
quin, who thought that the unknown man who 
wag found shot at Newcastle West‘on the 26th 
March last might be her husband, Denis Crow- 
ley. They understood that he was buried in 
Newcastle West Union Burial Ground, ane ‘iav- 
ing applied to the Lord Lieutenant for permis- 
sion to exhume the remains for identification, 
they were requested to furnish the consenis in 
writing of the Burial Board and Sanitary 
Authority to the exhumation. They asked to 
have the matter deat with ‘speedily, and to send 
the consent. Accornfpanying the letter was one 
from the Under Sécretary io the Lord Lien- 
tenant, Mr. James McMahon, asking to have the 
consenta furnished. 

The District Council decided to give the con- 
sents. 

The body, when found on March 26, waa 
riddjed with bullets, a handkerchief waa tied 
across the eyes, and the hands were hound to- 
gether. Nobody claimed it, and the police could 
not produce any evidence of identification.

Curiously 
enough, he is not at present a very attractive 
telescopic object. On the few ‘occasions on 
which the persistent cloudy weather has per- 
mitted a view of him, it has appeared that the 
Martian ekics were cloudy as well as the 
terrestrial, for hig disc was elmost a blank. 
The North Poler snow-cap is almost absent 
The time of year in Mars is mid-summer of his 
northern hemisphere, and the Polar snow is 
merely represented by a tiny dot of white. This 
and a few white patches near the limb, and a 
little of the extreme edge of the South Polar 
snow, was all the details visibte on several 
recent nights. Many. familiar markings were 
quite invisible when the part of the planoct’s 
surface where they should be was on‘the visible 
hemisphere. The interest of the planet’s posi- 
tion is enhanced by his gredual —— to the 
bright star Spica. On May Ist Mars is about 
5° west of the star, which he approaches until 
he passes a little above it on the 22nd. The 
clear white colour of Spica looks blue. by con- 
trest with the fiery red of the planet. The pair 
to the naked eye closely resemble the telescopic 
appearance of some of the coloured double stars. 

Jupiter passes the meridiqn in daylight, but 
is still high in the sky at nightfall, and does not 
set till after midnight. He is about the same 
brightness es Mars, but of a very different 
colour. Satellite phenomena should be 
fully watehed. “ Black transits " of both t 
third and feurth satellites have been observed 
lately. ese curious phenomena when the 
satellite projected on the planet's face looks as 
dark as its own shadow, sometimes darker, 
seem to indicate that a good desl of Jupites's 
light is his own, and not derived from, the Sun. 

Saturn and the bright ster Reculus form a 
pair similar to Mars and Spiea; but the much 
slower motion of Saturn keeps their: relative 
position with little change during the month. 
The rings are a very narrow ePipse, which 
diminithes to nothing before the end of the 
present year.

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THE RAILWAY CLERKS’ 
THREATENED STRIKE. 


PROSPECTS OF SETTLEMENT. 

Negotiations have been taking place during 
the past few days between the Ministry of 
Transport, the Irish railway companies, and 
the Irish branch of the Railway Clerks’ Associa- 
tion in eonnection with the threatened strike of 
clerks, stationmasters, and supervisors. At con- 
ferences held iast week-end the Clerks’ Associa- 
tion adopted a resolution stating , that they 
would cease work on Monday night if & satis- 
factory reply was not received from the railway 
companies by noon to-day to their request that 
all arrears under the agreement arrived at last 
August should be paid by 15th May. 

It was stated by the Secretary of the Clerks’ 
Association yesterday that the total number of 
officials affected is about 3,000, divided over 
twenty companies. 

It is also stated that the Executive of the 
Railway Clerks’ Assoctation has agreed to sup- 
port the Irish officials should a strike become 
necessary, as the men were extremely indignant 
at the delay in putting into force in Ireland 
the settlement which had been effected in Great 
Britain. tt? 

The following statement, which was issaed by 
the Dublin office of the Ministry of Transport 


yesterday afternoon, seems to indicate that a 


settlement will be reached :-- ; 

“ Although in a few cases it may not be pos- 
sible, as demanded by the Railway Clerks’ Asso- 
ciation, to pay artears of salaries and wages ac- 
cording to the settlement between the Govern- 
ment and the’ Railway Clerks’ Association by 
the 15th of May, the classification of the clerks 
and stationmasters employed by Irish railway 
companies has now been confirmed. [Instruc- 
tions have been issued by the Director of Trans- 
port (ireland) fer the same to be put into 
operation at once. The classification dates 
from lst August, 1919, and the arrears of wages 
and salaries will be paid before the end of 
May.”
